There are few national institutions 
of more value and interest to the 
country than the Hoyul Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Nofcwitbstanding 
this, its object and the work it; is 
•ccomplishiing are not sufficiently 
understood by the c'^neral jiublic. 

The Collette is a Government iu- 
■tltution, ilesiKued primarily for tlie 
purpose of givinc instruction 'n all 
branches of military science to offi- 
cers and Cadets of the Canadian ^ 
Militia. In fact it corresponds to 
Woolwich anil Samlhursl. 

The Commandant nud military in- 
structors are all otficers on the ac- j 
tive list of the Imperial army, lent 
for the purpose, and there is in ad- 
dition a ciim|iliti' stall nf profosSiiis 
for the civil subjects w'aich form such 
an inipiirtiint pnil rf the College 
course. Medical attendance is also 
provided. 

Whilst the College is organized on 
a strictly military basis the cadets 
receive a practical and scientific 
training in subjects essential to a 
■ound modern education. { 

The course includes a thorough 
gTOimdlng in Mathematics, Civil 
Engineerini;, .Surveying, Physics, 
Chemifetry, French and Hnglish. 

The strict discipline maintained at 
the College is one of the most valu- , 
able features of the course, and. In 
addition, the constant practice o( 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor ex- 
orcise of all kin is, ensures health 
and excellent physical cnuilition. 

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Per- 
manent force are offered annually. ' 

The diploma of ^,'raduation is con- 
sidered by the .iiithnrities ' conducting 
the e.\nminatiiins for Dnminion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and by the regula- 
tions of the Law Society of Ontario, 
ft obtains the same exemptions as a 
B. A. degree. 

The length of the course is three 
years, in three terms of 9i months 
each. 

The total cost of the course. In- 
cluding board, iinifunn, instruction- 
al material, and all extras, is about 
1800. 

The annual competitive examina- 
tion for admission to the College, 
takes place in y.ay of each year, at 
the headfiuarters of the several mili- 
tary districts.
